Applicant' s remark has been noted; however, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., without any need for 
interrogation or other downstream signaling) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 

Note: In dependent limitation "said time base at said termination section and said time base at said central facility being independent of 
each other and responsive to a broadcast time signal" in claims 1 and 18 respectively does NOT exclude that the "broadcast time signal" 
from the Termination sections do NOT require any signal all from the central facility and any need for downstream signaling, as argued by 
Applicant. The "broadcast time signal" from the Tenmination sections and the central facility may be broadcasted independently of each of 
other, but it is NOT necessary that the "broadcast time base" at the Termination sections do NOT depend on the signals from the central 
facility and any need for downstream signaling from the central facility and vice versa.

The Examiner suggests Applicant to clearly define Applicant invention for example, "...said time base at said termination section and said 
time base at said central facility being independent of each other and responsive to a broadcast time signal, wherein said termination 
section do not require any need for any interrogation downstream signaling from the central facility to independently broadcast a 
broadcast time signal and vice versa." 
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
